tel Gatesville, would become Jones* 
bondsman. 
..The charges against the mayor as 
•et forth in the two affidavits made 
by the constable are that he has col­ 
lected Anes from men who have been 
arrested and that he has made no re­ 
turns of these fines to the city treas­ 
ury; and, further, that he has releas­ 
ed from tho lock-up men who have 
been arrested upon 
their

with him a certain amount of money 
as bail, and when they failed to re 
turn for a hearing, thereby forfeiting 
the bail, the mayor bas failed to de­ 
posit this money in the treasury.
